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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

Tliis application contains tlie following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group l-XXXV, claim(s) 1-17, drawn to a peptide-lipid complex in an aqueous solution, 
characterized in that the lipid is a bilayer-forming galactolipid material and that 
the weight ratio between the peptide and the galactolipid material is 1:5-1:50. 
(Each peptide listed in claims 8, 9, 10, 1 1, and 13 represents a distinct group). 

Group XXXVI, claim(s) 18, drawn to a method of preparing a colloidal solution. 

Group XXXVII, claim(s) 19-21, drawn to the use of a colloidal solution of a complex for 
the manufacture of a medicament. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-XXXVII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

According to PCT Rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when the shared same or 
corresponding technical feature is a contribution over the prior art. The inventions listed as 
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Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept because they lack the same or 
corresponding technical feature. 

Claim 1 is directed to a peptide-lipid complex in an aqueous solution, characterized in 
that the lipid is a bilayer-forming galactolipid material and that the weight ratio between the 
peptide and the galactolipid material is 1:5-1:50. Engstrom et al. (US Patent 5,151,272; 
published September 29, 1992; cited as reference AA in the IDS filed 12/13/2006) teach a 
composition comprising the peptide insulin (column 9, claim 16) and a lipid bilayerthat has 
galactolipid material (column 9, claim 1 1 ) characterized by about 95% to 50% by weight (column 
9, claim 18) corresponding to ratios of 1 :2 to 1 :20. The prior art meets the limitations disclosed 
in claim 1 . Thus Group I lacks novelty or inventive step and does not make a contribution over 
the prior art. Since the first claimed invention has no special technical feature, it cannot share a 
special technical feature with the other claimed invention.
